1 0 A he purpose of this dispatch is to familiarize Headquarters with the 
current status of plans for 1954 operations* 

2. Our planning as to the volume of this year’s operations is based on our 
assumption that a continuation of OBOPUS penetration operations at the 1953 level 
is desired* 23 agents comprising five teams and the leader of a sixth were 
committed during 1953 » 

3* On the basis of intelligence requirements, EUOOM and NATO G/W requirements 
and the area knowledge of current and potential agent material, we are now examin- 
ing the possibilities of mounting the following missions (areas are those in 
attachment to reference)* You will note that the candidates listed for Wednesday 
Team include the complements of Fig and Willow Teams* We intend to discontinue 
the infiltration of two teams into the Koreha area as we feel that this practice 
in the future would be uneconomical and redundant* We plan instead to select 
one able team from all the available candidates for this area. You will also 
notice that sane men are listed twice* This has been done intentionally when 
they can be used in more than one area*

4* the names listed under the title "candidates" above include agents we 
have ueed during 1953* nan recommended by our present agents on the baeie of 
area knowledge and/or general aptitude for operations* and sen that have eome to 
our attention through miscellaneous sour ess such as GAHfflPLAHI’s office and spotting 
files* In eases where we have described a nan as committed we mean that he has 
volunteered to undertake operations for ifTNEICH. We should eaphaslse that wo have 
no intention of using sixths men listed as candidates for any given area* Rather 
we will select from these lists* plus additions to them that nay come to our 
attention* the best possible teen complement for each area* We are submitting all 
these names at this time in hopes that we may have the benefit of Headquarters' 
ornament* 

5* fou will note that we have inoluded the names of some members of the old 
Thunderstorm operation in the liet of candidates for the Tuesday Team* In reviewing 
such documents as are available here on Thunderstorm we deduoe that the mission was 
discontinued because of the difficulties encountered in sharing the operation with 
the (break service and because of the desire of at least some of the agents to 
work for HTHEIGH rather than the Greeks* If there are other reasons that would 
preclude the use of thunderstorm personnel in future operations* we are unaware 
of them* Please give us the benefit of your advioe on this general subject and 
comments* if say* on specific persons connected with it* 

6* It will probably be difficult to combine the special operations mentioned 
in the missions of Wednesday and Friday Teams with intelligenoe collection. It 
may* therefore* be necessary to limit our activities to the accomplishment of on e 
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objective in each ease oar to mcuat additional sorties of a given team idA^i^ferent 
individuals «r groups to execute both types of operations • the proximity of the 
Greek border to areas 3 and IX Is certainly conducive to profitable short team 
shallow penetrations* On this point, we are Interested in determining KUfiARK’s 
ouj3^t_poal tion on assassination*! salons. We are of the opinion that suoh 
nativity ean be effective from the standpoint of P/W as well as h arras ament, if it 
is so srranged as to avoid reprisals against tha innocent population.
